SINGLE TAX IN ALBERTA 


Cities Will Soon All be on That Basis 
—Provincial Legislature Expected

ABDICTION Of THRONE 
Conditions Under Which Manchu 
Dynasty Will Cease to Rule - 

Pekin.—It {is understood that im- 
mediate abdiction of the throne has 
been decided on as a result of the 
conference between the Empress Dow- 
ager, Prince Chun, the ex-Regent and 
Prince Ching, tha ex-Premier, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions laid 
down by the Republicans, namely that 
the imperial family and princes are 
to retain thelr empty titles, reside in 
Pekin or elsewhere at their pleasure, 
and receive an annual pension aggre- 
gating three million taels ($2,000,000) 
and that the transference of power 
will be effected with as little loss of 
dignity to the Throne as possible. 

The Empress Dowager has summon- 
ed a cabinet to arrange the details of 
abdiction.
